Conclusions of Special Subcommittee on Contracts and findings 
of Select Committee Pursuant to House Resolution 1 set forth. 
House of Representatives officials unable to make available 
original vouchers or bank records without authorization in form 
of House Resolution. Folder relating to travel by Comittee 
on Education and Labor staff members filed in POWELL's office; 
however, Clerk of House of Representatives advised subpoena 
directed to POWELL would be necessary to obtain records. 
Schedule set forth showing travel from February, 1965 to 
August, 1966 between New York or Washington, D.C. and Miani, 
Florida, for which no claims for subsistence were made by 
staff members. Vouchers used to pay air travel charges set 
forth. Six individuals whose names appear on tickets as 
travelers to Miami have denied this travel. Ten individuals 
who would be knowledgeable concerning purpose of these trips 
and the identity of travelers have either declined to be inter- 
viewed or could not be located for interview. The schedule 
shows that majority of trips to Miami were related to travel 
to Bimini. Official of Committee on House Administration 
stated his Committee was deceived when vouchers indicated 
certain travel was performed when, in fact, travel was 
performed by someone other than the name appearing on airline 
tickets. He also expressed the opinion that Congressman 
POWELL and his staff members had no authority to travel to 
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Bimini or to Miami with Bimini being the destination. He 

cited House Resolution 94, which states in part that funds 
authorized are for expenses incurred for Committee on Education 
and Labor activities within the United States. RMA T. SWANN, 
former receptionist for the Committee, testified that she 

made no trips on Committee business but that on three occa- 

sions POWELL provided her with tickets for vacation trips 

from Washington, D.C. to Miami. She stated one trip took 

place in Jaruary, 1966 but she could not recall dates of 

two trips in 1965. Review of flight insurance appli- 

cations disclosed she applied for insurance 7/1/65, 7/30/65, 

and 1/1/66. Airline tickets charged to Committee totaling 
$461.16 and bearing her name were used on same dates. IXS 

and air taxi records indicate she traveled to Bimini on 

these trips. Her name appears on other tickets for travel 

to Miami. rline ticket charged to Committee in emount 

of $133.14 for travel to Miami on 2/14/66 showed Mr. E. 

SWANN as traveler. Flight insurance application dated 

2/14/66 located in name of FRANCIS C. SWANN. Air taxi 

manifest indicates FRANCIS C. SWANN traveled to Bimini 

2/15/66. A T. SWANN and her husband, FRANCIS C. SWANN, 

who was not a Committee employee, declined to be interviewed. 

On 5/31/66, CORRINE A. HUFF transferred from Committee staff 

to POWELL's clerk-hire staff; however, on 7/17/66, airline 
ticket in amount of $56.28 and bearing her name was used for 
travel from Miami to Washington, D.C. According to officiel 

of Committee on House Administration, HUFF was not authorized 

to travel and this was an improper charge. (A though this N 
was the only ticket to Miami bearing HUFF's name, INS and or 
air taxi records lists her name indicating 17 trips to Bimini .) aw 
Unable to locate HUFF for interview. ADAM CLAYTON POWELL's ve 
mame appears on airline tickets indicating three trips to 

San Juan, Puerto Rico, between January and September, 1965, 

ten trips to Miami, and about 20 trips between Washington, 

D.C. and New York. No subsistence claimed for these trips.

Mrs. DARGAN y 
Committee on Education and Labor, declined to be inter- 
viewed except in presence of her 1 SYLVIA JEANNE 
CIVENS, employed with the Committee on Education and Labor 
as clerk August 1 to September 9, 1966, stated she performed 
domestic duties at Congressman POWELL's cottage in Bimini 
‘for period 8/7-21/66. Partial cost of travel furnished to 
GIVENS and charged to Committee was repaid by POWELL and not 
included in voucher. Unreimbursed travel costs, $56.39 and 
payroll costs for two weeks in Bimini, $158.40. Mrs. ELEANOR 
LEE, Supervisor of Night Cleaning Force, House of Repre- 
sentatives, referred GIVENS to POWELL after POWELL had asked 
Mrs. LEE to recommend someone to work as a maid in his office. 
C. SUMNER STONE, former Special Assistant to POWELL, sub- 
mitted three vouchers between November, 1965 and February, 
1966, claiming total of 12 days per diem at $16 for official ras 
business in Miami. [INS and air taxi records indiceted 
STONE was in Bimini major part of three trips.) Fron o te 
advised he felt justified in filing vouchers Since he was c“ 
on Committee business and his travel to Bimini was at the 
request of POWELL. ALFREDO VIDAL CHACON, Puerto Rico, was 
on Committee payroll for the month of April, 1965. He 
performed no actual work but received check for $563.01.

Mrs. POWKLL was on POWELL's clerk-hire payroll continuously 
1958 through 1966 and her name appeared on payroll during 
1965 and 1966 as a result of clerk-hire appéintment form 
executed 1/4/65 in name of ADAM CLAYTON POWELL. Mrs. 
LOUISE H. DARGANS testified she signed POWELL's name to 
form. On basis of this form, Mrs. POWELL's name contimed 
to appear on payroll of Congress and no reguler monthly 
certification was necessary. Seventeen payroll checks 
issued under name of Y. MARJORIE FLORES for period 8/1/65 
to 12/31/66, in gross amount of $28,505.34. Fifteen of 
these checks were mailed to ADAM CLAYTON POWELL and two 
were sent to Mrs. POWELL in Puerto Rico. Three of the 15 
checks mailed to POWELL for the months of August, September, 
and October, 1966, are outstanding. The remaining 12 


_ghecks totaling $16,991.69 were deposited to POWELL's 


account at Sergeant-At-Arms Bank. Mrs. LOUISE M. DARGANS 
testified that at POWELL's direction she endorsed FLORES ' 
and POWELL's names on nine of twelve payroll checks issued 
subsequent to 8/1/65 that were deposited to POWELL's account. 
Mrs. POWELL testified before Select Committee that she 
performed no work for POWELL since July, 1965 and disclaimed 
endorsements on all checks other than two received by her 
for November and December, 1966. She stated she received 
mo proceeds of checks received by POWELL but admitted 

that POWELL paid utilities for Puerto Rico home and that 

she received approximately $6,850 in checks during 1965 and 
1966, as determined by House Committee investigators from

DETAILS: AT WASHINGTON, p. c. 
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On Jarwary 3, 1967, the Special Subcommittee on 
Contracts of the Committee on House Administration, House 
of Representatives, issued a report of special investigation 
into expenditures during the 89th Congress by the House 
Committee on Education and Labor and the clerk-hire status 
of Y. MARJORIE FLORES (Mrs. ADAM CLAYTON POWELL). The report 
took into consideratiun an investigation conducted by the 
Subcommittee Staff and Hearings before this Subcommittee on 
December 19, 20, 21 and 30, 1966. The Subcocamittee in 
substance concluded that: 
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(1) Representative POWELL and Miss CORRINE A. 
HUFF, a staff employee of the Committee on Education and Labor, 
used assumed names on many airline flights purchased with 
Committee credit cards, thus deceiving the approving authority 
as to the number of trips made.

(2) The deceptive practice of using names of staff 
employees on airline tickets not used by said employees appears 
to be a scheme devised to conceal the actual travel of Repre- 
sentative POWELL, Miss HUFF and others, so as to prevent questions 
being raised as to whether they were on Committee business.

(3) One staff menber, Mrs. EMA T. SWANN, was 
favored with personal vacation trips, the transportation being 
purchased with Committee airline credit cards and the cost 
thereof charged to the contingent fund. 


(4) Representative POWELL placed on the staff of 
the Committee on Education and Labor one SYLVIA J. GIVENS 
who had been hired for the express purpose of doing domestic 
work for him when he traveled, as well as for performing 
clerical work in his committee offices. 


(5) Persons with no official Congressional con- 
nection were provided travel by Representative POWELL, trans- 


portation procured through Committee airline credit cards and 
paid for from the contingent fund. 
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(6) Feilure of staff members, allegedly on 
official business, to submit vouchers for travel expenses 
and subsistence raised questions as to whether such travel 
was ectually on Congressional business. | 


(7) A presumption was raised that T. MARJORIE 
FLORES (Mrs. ADAM CLAYTON POWELL) was receiving compensation 
as a clerk for Representative POWELL contrary to law. The 
Committee concluded that she was not performing the services 
for which she was corpensated, in Mr. POWELL's offices in 
the District of Columbia, the State of New York, or the 
district which he represented, as required by Public Law 
69-90, 89th Congress. 


(8) All vouchers for payment of travel costs 
of the Committee bore Mr. POWELL's signature certifying said 
vouchers to the Committee on House Administration for payment 
from the contingent fund. 


When the 90th Congress met to organize on 
Jaruary 10, 1967, the right of Congressman POWELL to be 
sworn in and be seated was referred to a Select Comittee 
pursuant to House Resolution 1, which on February 23, 1967, 
submitted its report. The report incorporated by reference 
the report, exhibits, and hearings of the Special Subcommittee 
on Contracts. The findings of the Select Committee were 
substantially the same as the conclusions of the Special 
Subcommittee on Contracts. Specific findings mentioned in 
the report include: 


(1) As a Member of Congress, Mr. POWELL wrongfully 
and willfully appropriated $28,505.34 of public funds for 
his own use from July 31, 1965, to Jarwary 1, 1967, 7 
allowing salary to be drawn on behalf of Y. MARJORIE FLORES 
as a clerk-hire employee when, in fact, she was his wife and 
mot an employee in that she performed no official duties and 
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further was not present in the State of New York or in 
Mr. POWELL's Washington office, as required by Public Law 
69-90, 89th Congress. 


(2) As a Member of Congress, Mr. POWELL wrongfully 
and willfully appropriated $15,683.27 of public funds to 
his own use from August 31, 1964, to July 31, 1965, by 
allowing salary to be drawn on behalf of said T. MARJORIE 
FLORES as a clerk-hire employee when any official duties 
performed by her were not performed in the State of New York 
or Washington, D. C., in violation of House Resolution 294 
of the 88th Congress and House Resolution 7 of the 869th 
Congress. 


(3) As chairman of the Committee on Education and 


Labor, Mr. POWELL wrongfully and willfully appropriated $214.79 


of public funds to his own use by allowing SYLVIA GIVENS to be 
placed on the staff of the House Education and Labor Comittee 
in order that she do domestic work in Bimini, the Bahama 
Islands, from August 7 to August 20, 1966; and in that he 
failed to repay travel charged to the committee for Miss GIVENS 
from Miami to Washington, D.C. 


(4) As chairman of the Committee on Education and 
Labor, Mr. POWELL on March 26, 1965, wrongfully and willfully 
appropriated $72 of public funds by ordering that a House 
Education and Labor Committee air travel card be used to 
purchase air transportation for his own son (ADAM CLAYTON 
POWELL III), for a member of his congressional office clerk- 
hire staff (LILLIAN UPSHUR), and for personal friends (PEARL 
SWANGIN and JACK DUNCAN), none of whom had any connection 
with official committee business, 

(5) As chairman of the Committee on Education and 
Labor, Mr. POWELL willfully misappropriated $461.16 of public 
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funds by giving to BMA T. SWANN, a staff receptionist, 
eirline tickets purchased with a committee ¢redit card for 
three vacation trips to Miami, Florida, and return to 
Washington, D.C. 


(6) During his chairmanship of the Committee on 
Education and Labor, in the 89th Congress, Mr. POWELL 
falsely certified for payment from public funds, vouchers 
totaling $1,291.92 covering transportation for other members 
of the committee staff between Washington, D.C., or New 
York City and Miami, Florida, when, in fact, the chairman 
(Mr. POWELL) and a female member of the staff had incurred 
such travel expenses as part of their private travel to 
Bimini, the Bahamas, 


(7) As chairman of the Committee on Education 
and Labor, Mr. POWELL made false reports on expenditures of 
foreign exchange currency to the Committee on House 
Administration. 
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On March 31, 1967, Hr. OWEN KANE, General 
Counsel's Office, General Accounting Office, (GAO),

FOWELL. The GAO loaned personnel to the Congressional 
Committee, but conducted no independent investigation. 
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ROBERT D. GRAY, Chief Auditor, Committee en House 
Administration, House of Representatives, Room 1332, United 
States Capitol Building, advised that prior to his present 
assigrment, he supervised an audit requested by the Sub- 
committee on Contracts concerning salaries, travel, communi- 
cation and miscellar sous expenditures of the Committee on 
Education and Labor during the period January 3, 1965 to 
September 30, 1966. 


He said that a preliminary review indicated sub- 
stantial irregularities warranting a more detailed review 
of the travel expenses. There were 149 employees on the 
staff of the Committee on Education and Labor during this 
period. Travel expenses of $73,000 were incurred in con- 
nection with the 89th Congress which appeared significant 
when compared with the average of less than $15,000 in travel 
expenses incurred by other House Committees. 


In addition to the specific irregulerities referred 
to in the Subcommittee Hearings, GRAY advised that during the 
69th Congress, 19 members of the Committee on Education and 
Labor staff incurred travel costs in the amount of $12,576.82. 
Of this amount, $6,490.83 involved travel expenses to and 
from Hani, Florida. Mo claims for subsistence were subaitted 
by the employees in connection with the aforementioned travel 
expenses, GRAY pointed out that the travel regulations of 
the House of Representatives provides for any member or 
ezployee who is traveling on official business to make a 
claim for reimbursement for subs{stence and other expenses 
related to travel. He said it is highly unusual for an employee 
traveling on official business not to claim reimbursement of 
his subsistence, taxi and other expenses that were related to 
the travel. GRAY advised that his staff prepared a tabulation 
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of travel to and from Miemi for which subsistence was not 
claimed by POWELL and Committee on Education and Labor staff 
menbers. 


_ GRAY advised he also supervised an audit requested 
by the Select Committee pursuant to House Resolution 1. The 
Select Committee requested his staff to conduct an investi- 
gation concerning the travel expenditures of the Committee 
on Education and Labor during the 87th and 86th Congresses. 
The total travel cost for both sessions approximated $34,200; 
however, the staff was unable to locate the supporting data, 
such as statements from the airlines, for vouchers totaling 
$10,400. In connection with the travel expenses for which 
supporting data was available, the staff determined that 
during the 87th Congress travel expenses of $3,435.02 were 
incurred for which no claims for subsistence were requested 
by staff members. During the 88th Congress travel expenses 
for which no subsistence was claimed amounted to $4,620.55. 


GRAY advised that his staff was limited in examining 
the travel expenses incurred during the 87th and 868th Congresses. 
He pointed out that the airline companies are only required 
to maintain airline tickets for two years. Therefore, the 
staff was unable to determine when a particular airline ticket 
was used. It was possible to determine the identity of the 
purchaser and when the purchase was made but the usage of a 
ticket could have occurred any time after the date of purchase.

GRAY advised that in connection with the staff 
investigation, information was received indicating that payoffs 
were made to Congressman POWELL from several labor organizations. 
The payoffs were allegedly made through Alderson Reporting 
Company by large purchases of transcripts of Congressional 
Committee Hearings by the labor organizations. He said that 
the records pertaining to the lobbying and legislative expenses 
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of eight unions were subpoenaed, A review of the union 
records and the records of Alderson Reporting Company did 
mot disclose any irreguler payments to the Committee on 
Education and Labor or to Congressman POWELL during the 
period January 1, 1961 to December 31, 1966. 


GRAY advised that in connection with the Committee 
staff investigation, approximately 165 past and present 
employees of Congressman POWELL's Committee staff and his 
clerk-hire payroll were contacted to verify their existence, | 
period of employment, job description, and that they received 
full salary without gratuity payments to any individual or 
organization. He said it was determined through these inter- 
views that SYLVIA J. GIVENS performed domestic work for Congress- 


‘wan POWELL at Bimini for a two-week period in August, 1966. 


GRAY advised that no other instance of possible payroll abuse 
came to their attention in connection with this inquiry.

Congress, under the supervision of ROBERT D. GRAY, Chief 
Auditor, show the number and dollar amount of trips for 
which no claim for subsistence was made:

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According to O'CONNOR, his partner TAYLOR, would 
mot have any additional information regarding POWELL, but 
would discuss the matter with him and should any information 
be developed in the future, would contact the FBI. 
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ROBERT D. GRAY, Chief Auditor, Committee on House 
Administration, House of Representatives, advised that 
@uring his previous assignment as Chief Auditor for the 
Select Committee pursuant to House Resolution One, he and 
the Counsels for the Committee, WILLIAM A. GEOGHEGAN and 
ROBERT P. PATTERSON, N., interviewed HAROLD ALDERSON, owner 
of Alderson Reporting Company, Washington, D.C. Although he 
was not asked the specific question, ALDERSON stated, in 
effect, "if it's this business of selling transcripts to 
unions and turning the money over to the Committee, we 
didn't do it." He said the records of the following unions 
were subpoenaed during the week of February 13, 1967:

In regard to the unions’ records, GRAY said that 
his staff reviewed their purchases of transcripts of 
hearings before the House Education and Labor Committee 
during the period January 1, 1961 through December 31, 1966. 
These purchases were then checked against the sales made 
by the Alderson Reporting Company to each of the organi- 
gations. All of the purchases made by the labor organi- 
zations corresponded to the sales made by the Alderson 
Reporting Company. He said that in addition to reviewing the 
purchase of transcripts, his staff also briefly reviewed the 
other legislative and lobbying expenses of the labor organi- 
gations. These expenses were limited to the salary and 
expenses of lobbyists. In most cases, the expenses of the 
lobbyists were relatively small, and the staff review was 
limited to determining whether 1) the lobbyists filed their 
quarterly reports with the Clerk of the House of Representatives, 
2) the expenses varied significantly from one period to another, 
and 3) any of the lobbyists either paid money to or received 
money from the Alderson Reporting Company. 


GRAY advised that ea review of the union records 
and the records of Alderson Reporting Company did not disclose | 
any irregulerities regarding payments to the Committee on 
Education and Labor or to Congressman POWELL during the 
period Jarwary 1, 1961 to December 31, 1966. 
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On April 11, 1967, Congressman CARL b. PERKINS,

investigation of this matter it would be necessary to 
interview some of the Committee staff members and to review 
Committee records relating to travel by staff personnel. 
Congressman PERKINS stated he had instructed his staff to 
cooperate in this investigation and advised that all 
pertinent records would be made available for review. 


At the suggestion of Congressman PERKINS, Mrs. 
MARIAN WYMAN, Staff Assistant, and Mr. BEN REEVES, Editor 
of Committee Publications, were contacted on April 12, 1967, 
to determine the location of records relating to travel. 
They suggested contacting Mrs. LOUISE M. DARGANS, Committee 
Clerk, who was formerly the Chief Clerk of the Comittee 


and who they indicated would be more knowledgeable concerning 
the location of records. 


Mrs. LOUISE M. DARGANS, Clerk, Committee on 
Edu d Labor, on April 12, 1967 by 
SAs and to review travel records c. 
relating to travel by ittee personnel during the 89th 
Congress. She advised that a folder relating to travel, 
including ell of the 1-4 forms, was on file in the office 
of Congressman POWELL. Mrs. DARGANS advised she was not 
available for interview at this time because she had a staff 
meeting. She was informed that she would be contacted 
April 13, 1967, at which time arrangements would be made for 
an interview. 

The T-4 form, according to Mrs. DARGANS' testimony 
before the Special Subcommittee on Contracts, was used by 
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her to keep a record of all travel performed. The fora 
contains a description of the proposed travel and has a 
place for the signature of the traveler. In her testimony, 
Mrs. DARGANS indicated that in some instances the ectual 
traveler signed the form and in other instances when 

travel was performed under assumed names, the individual 
whose name appeare(,on the airline ticket was instructed to 
sign the T-4 form although they performed no travel. 
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On April 12, 1967, Mr. BEN REEVES was advised of 
the location of the T-4 forms, He stated he would contact 
Congressman PERKINS concerning this matter. 


Hr. REEVES advised on April 14, 1967, that he had 

discussed this matter with Congressman PERKINS. He said 

the Chairman indicated he did not want to get involved in 
this matter because he had no authority to enter Congressman 
POWELL's office or to ask him for these records. He said 
the Chairman indicated that in his opinion the T-4 form was 
not an official record and is more of a personal record than 
a Committee record. 


On April 14, 1967, JULIAN LANGSTON, Chief Clerk, 
House Committee on Administration, advised that the T-4 form 
is & suggcsted form to be used for the internal control of 
travel. He stated that Congressman POWELL technically did not 
have an office at this time and that this office is the 
responsibility of the Clerk of the House of Representatives, 
Mr. PAT JENNINGS. 


The question of the file located in Congressman 
POWELL's office was discussed on April 14, 1967, with 
Department Attorney JOHN L. MC CULLOUGH, who advised that 
since the House of Representatives requested the Department 
of Justice to conduct the investigation concerning this 
matter, in his opinion the T-4 forms should be made available 
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for review. He also expressed the opinion that the file 

is not the personal property of Congressman POWELL and that 
although the T-4 form is not a required form, it was a 
suggested form and was used in connection with Committee 
travel. He requested that Mr. PAT JENNINGS, Clerk of 

the House of Repr-sentatives, be contacted in an effort to 
obtain the T-4 forms. 


H EN GUTHRIE, Assistant to Mr. JENNINGS, 
advised a April 17, 1967 that JENNINGS was \~ 
mot in his office stated he would discuss this matter 
with JENNINGS. Mr. GUTHRIE, on April 18, 1967, advised 

that Mr. JENNINGS pointed out that since POWELL is now a 
member-elect, his office is no longer under JEWINGS' 
jurisdiction, According to GUTHRIE, Mr. JENNINGS is of the 
opinion that a subpoena would have to be directed to Congress- 


man POWELL in order to obtain the file containing the T-4 forms.

JULIAN P. LANGSTON, Chief Clerk of the Committee 
on House Administration, United States Capitol, Room H 33i, 
advised that this Committee is charged with all matters 
relating to employment of persons by the House Committee 
staffs and the expenditures from the contingent fund of 
the House. They adit the vouchers which are charged to 
the contingent fund. These include payroll vouchers and 
travel vouchers for expenses incurred in connection with 
Committee business. They have nothing to do with the 
clerk-hire payroll.

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The payroll vouchers are prepared in the House 
Finance Office before they are submitted to the House 
Administration Committee for approval and figures of the 
House Finance Office are accepted as correct upon receipt. 
The payroll vouchers include the signature of the Chairman 
and the Subcommittee Chairman of the Education and Labor 
Committee with the following certification: “Correct: 
services rendered. I further certify that the employment 
of the persons named on the within payroll is not prohibited 
by any provisions of law limiting the availability of the 
appropriation(s) involved."

The vouchers for travel, per diem and related 
expenses are reviewed for possible errors, clarity, purpose 
of the payment as well as the signatures of the payee and 
the chairman. After the vouchers are reviewed, the original 
and one copy are returned to the House Finance Office with 
one copy with the supporting material being retained by the 
House Aduinistration Committee.

The vouchers submitted by individuals for reimburse- 
ment of expenses include a certification above the signature 
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of the payee as follows: "I certify that the above 

bill is correct and just, and that payment therefor has 
mot been received." Above the signature of the Chairman, 
the certification is as follows: "I certify that the 
above articles have been received in good condition and 
in the quality and q:antity above specified, or the 
services performed as stated, and that they are in 
accordance with the orders therefor; that the prices 
charged are just, reasonable, and in accordance with 
agreement.“ The same voucher form is used in connection 
with the payment of an airline company for travel charged 
on Committee air travel cards; however, these vouchers 
include the signature of the Chairman but no signature for 
the payee. 


In connection with the Committee payroll vouchers 
- and the vouchers for travel, per diem and other expenses, 
LANGSTON said he relies on the certification by the Chairman 
as proof that the services performed and the expenses 
Claimed are correct and proper. 


Mr. LANGSTON stated the Chief Clerk of the Com- 
mittee, or of the Congressman's staff, is usually authorized 
to sign the Chairman's signaturet> mail, vouchers, and 
related material, since in many times near the end of the 
month, the Chairman's signature is needed on documents such 
as payroll vouchers, etc., in order to expedite the matter. 


Mr. LANGSTON stated the funds appropriated for 
the Education and Labor Committee is divided between the 
Full Committee and six Subcommittees. He also stated that 
in regard to expenses, Congressman POWELL spent over his 
allowable 
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Mr. LANGSTON stated his Committee was deceived 
when POWELL submitted airline vouchers indicating that 
certain travel had been performed, when in fact certain 
individual travel was performed by someone other than the 
mame appearing on the airline ticket. He said the Committee 
was also deceived when an expense woucher indicated that 
a member was in Miami, Florida, when in fact he was in Bimini. 
He referred to three vouchers submitted by C. SUMNER STONE. 


LANGSTON stated that in his opinion Congressman 
POWELL and staff members of the Committee on Education 
and Labor had no authority to travel to Bimini or to 
Miami with Bimini being the destination. He based his 
opinion on House Resolution 94, 69th Congress, First 
Session, effective Jarwary 4, 1965, applicable to the 
Committee on Education and Labor. The resolution sets 
forth the authority of the Committee and the last paragraph 
of the resolution states: "Funds authorized are for expenses 
incurred in the Committee's activities within the United 
States; and, notwithstanding Section 1754 of Title 22, 
United States Code, or any other provision of lew, local 
currencies owned by the United States in foreign countries 
shall not be made available to the Committee on Education 
and Labor for expenses of its members or other members or 
. employees traveling abroad."

Attached herewith is a schedule reflecting 
airline tickcts charged to the Committee on Education and 
Labor involving travel between New York or Washington, D.C. 
and Miami, Florida for which no claims for subsistence vere 
wade by staff members in connection with this travel. AI- 
though airline tickets of American Airlines, Eastern Air 
Lines, Inc., National Airiines, Inc., enc Northeast Airlines, 
Inc., were purchased, they were purchased on Eastern Air 
Lines Air Travel Cards. Therefore, all tickets were billed 
on a monthly basis by Eastern Air Lines to the Committee. 


The Committee on Education and Labor would initiate 
payment of these bills by preparing an original and two 
copies of a voucher which were submitted for approval to 
the Conmittee on House Administtation. At the time of its 
sutmission, the original voucher bore the certificetion of 
its Conmittee Chairman, Representative POWELL. The Eastern 
Air Lines bill and the supporting requisitions for the tickets 
being paid were attached to the first copy of the voucher. 
After approval, the Committee on House Administration sub- 
mitted the original and one copy of the voucher to the House 
Finance Office for payment and retained one voucher copy with 
the supporting data attached. 


Information on the following schedule relating to 
Immigration and Naturalization Service (INS) records was 
obtained through a review of microfilm records maintained by 
INS, New York, New York, which show the identity of passengers, 
date of travel, and identity of carrier in connection with 
travel between Miami, Florida, and Bimini, B.W.I. Where 
possible, carriers’ manifests were examined to confirm this 
travel.

Interviews with and/or testimony given by these 
individuals indicate no travel was made by them on the 
tickets bearing their names. In addition, while twelve 
tickets indicated travel by BA SWANN, Mrs. SWANN has 
'* testified that she recalled travel on Committee tickets on 
only three occasions. 


Examination of Eastern Air Lines billings disclosed 
that on October 22, 1965, the following tickets were purchased 
on C. SUMNER STONE's credit card:

The House Administration Comnittee auditor's 
reconciliation of the Committee on Education and Labor's 
account with Eastern Air Lines determined that many of these 
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and other tickets were later refunded or their use has not 
been accounted for. From this fact and from the delayed 
usage and exchange usage indicated in the following schedule, 
it would appear that tickets were purchased with little or 
no concern for immediate needs. As indicated elsewhere in 
this report, JULIAN LANGSTON, Chief Clerk of the Committee 
on House Administration, has stated that Representative 
POWELL spent over his allowable expense for travel and thet 
the foregoing procedure, as well as others, prevented his 
Committee from ascertaining the actual amount of travel 
incurred by POWELL's Committee each month. 


In reviewing the requisitions for airline tickets, 
it was noted that the signature ADAM C. POWELL appearing on 
these requisitions may have been prepared by more than one 
individual. Also observed was the notation “no T-4" on the 
lower right-hand corner of some requisitions. | 


While the tickets for travel through April 30, 
1965 were purchased with the credit card assigned to Mrs. 
LOUISE H. DARGANS, with one exception all tickets purchascd 
after that date were through the use of credit cards assigned 


to ANAM C. POWELL and C. SUMNER STONE. Tickets were obtained 
on June 29 and July 1, 1965, by the use of a credit card 
assigned to RUSSELL DERRICKSON. 
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The report of the Select Committee Pursuant to 
House Resolution 1, 90th Congress, included a finding that 
Congressman POWELL falsely certified for payment from public 
funds vouchers totaling $1,291.92, covering transportation 
for other members of the Committee staff between Washington, 
D.C. or New York City and Miami, Florida, when, in fact, the 
Chairman (Mr. PO and a female member of the staff had 
incurred such travel expenses as a part of their private 
travel to Bimini, the Bahamas.

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Throughout CLARK's testimoney, his answers to various 
questions asked by Committee members were vague and evasive. 
At one point during his testimony, CLARK was asked to leave the 
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room while the Committee members held a short conference. When 
CLARK returned, he was advised that the entire Comittee 
unanimously agreed that CLARK had been less than cooperative 
and evasive with the Committee. Near the end of CLARK's 
testimony, CLARK accused Committee members of badgering hin, 
threatening him and questioning his integrity. 


At the conclusion of the questioning, CLARK was 
requested to telephonically contact the Committee at Committee 
expense every other day in the event the Committee desired to 
recall him as a witness. The purpose being that CLARK was 
commencing his vacation and could not furnish the Committee 
any contact points.

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The files of the Passport Unite

April 24, 1967, disclose that ADAM was last 
issued Official Passport Y-324702 at Washington, Db. C. on 
June 11, 1965, for proposed travel to Geneva in connection 
with the International Labor Organization (ILO). Ro 
specific travel plans were set out in his application dated 
May 11, 1965, at Washington, D.C. This passport was marked 
as being valid for repeated trips and was valid for five 
years travel to all countries except Albania, Cuba and 
those portions of China, Korea and Vietnam under communist 
control. 


ADAM CLAYTON POWELL 


He stated in this application that he was born 
on November 29, 1908 at New Haven, Connecticut, and the file 
contains a sworn birth affidavit concerning him dated 
April 19, 1930, at New York County, New York, by A. CLAYTON 
POWELL, Clergyman, 132 West 138th Street, New York City. 
He listed his father as ADAM CLAYTON POWELL, SR., born on 
April 3, 1863, at Franklin County, Virginia, and his mother 
as MATTIE FLETCHER SCHAEFER POWELL, born at Montgomery, West 
Virginia, on May 5, 1868. In his 1965 application, he 
stated that he was last married on December 15, 1960 to 
YVETTE DIAGO de POWELL, born in Puerto Rico on April 7, 
1932, marriage not terminated. He indicated that he was 
previously married on November 1, 1945 to HAZEL SCOTT POWELL, 
born at Trinidad, B.W.I., on June 4, 1920. 


The file shows that ADAM CLAYTON POWEL, JR. was 
first issued Passport 213073 at Washington, D.C. on 
April 26, 1930, for proposed six months’ travel to Germany, 
Switzerland, Italy, Egypt, Palestine, France, Holland and 
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England to sightsee and study. He planned to depart from 
Mew York City on June 11, 1930, on the “Bremen.” His 
permanent residence was then given as 132 West 138th Street, 
Hew York City. 


POWELL was next issued Special Passport 4401 at 
Washington, D.C. on December 6, 1945, for proposed travel 
to Mexico on official business as a Member of Congress. This 
passport included his wife, HAZEL SCOTT POWELL, born on 
June 11, 1920, at Port-of-Spain, Trinidad, who was said to 
have acquired citizenship by virtue of the naturalization 
of her mother, ALMA LONG SOOTT, in the United States District 
Court on February 25, 1941. He stated that they were 
planning to depart on December 16, 1945, via American Air- 
lines. This passport was valid for two years and not valid 
for any country outside the Western Hemisphere. This passport 
was renewed at Washington, D.C. on January 16, 1948 to expire 
on December 6, 1949, at which time travel to Mexico on 
Congressional business was contemplated. 


Representative POWELL was next issued Special 
Passport 36856 at Washington, D.C. on July 24, 1951, for 
proposed travel for four months to England, France, Scotland, 
the Scandinavian countries, Switzerland, Italy, Egypt and 
Israel on business for the Committee on Labor and Education 
of the House of Representatives. He stated his intention to 
depart from New York City about August 28, 1951, on the 
“Ile de France.“ This application was supported by a letter 
from Congressman GRAHAM A. BARDEN, Chairman, Committee on 
Education and Labor, House of Representatives, dated June 29, 
1951, to POWELL directing him to do a study of labor, labor 
management relations and educational conditions prevailing 
in various countries. This letter pointed out that the 
Committee could not take care of the expenses involved in 
the performance of this mission. His permanent residence 
at that time was given as 411 Collins Aveme, Mt. Vernon, 
New York. 5 
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This 1951 passport was renewed at Washington, 
D.C. on May 11, 1953 to expire July 24, 1955, for proposed 
further travel abroad, countries not specified. This 
passport was revalidated on April 12, 1954 at Washington, 
D.C. in connection with his proposed travel to England, 
France, Italy and Austria in July and August, 1954. On 
or about April 4, 1955, this passport was revalidated for 
travel to Mamila, Djkarta, Singapore, Bangkok, Saigon and 
Tokyo, which he planned to visit during April, 1955. , 


Congressman POWELL was next issued Special 
Passport 62262 at Washington, D.C. on June 17, 1955, for 
proposed travel to all of Western Europe, North Africa 
and Israel on official business for 21 months, with departure 
planned for August (1955), via Military Sea Transportation 
Service. In this connection the file contains a copy of 
a letter from Assistant Secretary of State THRUSTON B. 
MORTON to Congressman CLAIRE ENGLE, Chairman, House Committee 
on Interior and Insular Affairs, authorizing POWELL to draw 
and sign for counterpart funds to cover his official travel 
expenses in England, France, Germany, Spain, Italy, Egypt, 
Israel and Jordan, under the provisions of Section 115(h) 
of the Economic Cooperation Act of 1948, as amended. The 
file also contains a note from the Embassy of Jordan dated 
August 5, 1955, regretting the inability to grant a visa 
for Jordan to POWELL in view of the existence of a valid 
Israeli visa in the latter's passport. 


The file contains an itinerary for POWELL's 1956 
European tour, listing travel to England, France, Germany, 
Aistria, North Africa, Yugoslavia and Spain between July 19, 
1956 and October 3, 1956. The file does not show validation 
for such travel. 


This 1955 passport was revalidated at Washington, 
D.C. on February 27, 1957 for immediate travel to Portugal, 
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Libya, Cold Coast, Morocco and Tunisia. This passport was 
renewed at Washington, D.C. on June 27, 1957 to expire 
June 17, 1959, at which time Congressman POWELL and his son 
planned to depart about July 12, 1957 for a trip to England, 
France, Germany, Austria, Italy, Yugoslavia, Spain, North 
Africa, Egypt, Greece, Israel and Sudan on official Con- 
mittee business, 

The file contains a copy of a letter from Acting 
Assistant Secretary of State for Congressional Relations 
JOHN S. HOGHLAND, II to Congressman GRAHAM A. BARDEN, 
Chairman of the House Committee on Education and Labor 
dated September 2, 1958, authorizing Congressman POWELL 
to utilize local currencies to defray his official travel 
expenses in France during a forthcoming trip, as provided 
in Section 502(b) of the Mutual Security Act of 1954, as 


amended. 


Special Passport 192059 was issued to POWELL at 
Washington, D.C. on March 25, 1959, for proposed travel 
abroad, no details given in his application of March 24, 

1252 <= Eashington, D.C. He listed his permanent residence 
then as 2368 Seventh Aveme, New York City. The file con- 
tains a copy of a letter dated September 2, 1959 from 
Assistant Secretary of State WILLIAM B. MACOMBER, JR. to 
Congressman BARDEN, authorizing Congressman POWELL and others 
to utilize local currencies where available to defray 
official travel expenses in those countries, as provided in 
Section 502(b) of the Mutual Security Act of 1954, as amended. 


He was next issued Special Passport 239390 at 
Washington, D. C. on April 28, 1960 but the application did 
not list any specific travel plans. His permanent residence 
remained the same. On April 27, 1960, he filed an affidavit 
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that his previous Special Passport had been lost while 
moving from one residence to another and efforts to recover 
it had been unsuccessful. This 1960 passport was renewed 
at Washington, D.C. on May 25, 1961, to expire April 28, 
1965, in connection with his travel to Geneva as a proposed 
member of the United States Delegation to the 45th ILO 
Conference on June 7, 1961. 


The file contains a copy of a letter dated 
August 7, 1961, from Assistant Secretary of State BROOKS 
HAYS to Congressman POWELL authorizing the utilization of 
local currencies to defray official travel expenses on 
his contemplated trip to Europe and North Africa for the 
Committee on Education and Labor’, 


The file contains a copy of a letter dated May 25, 
1962, from Congressman POWELL to the Secretary of State 
stating that he would be traveling to the British West 
Indies about May 26 (1962) and requested the use of local 
currencies in accordance with Section 502(b) of the Mutual 
Security Act of 1954, as amended. His passport was 
revalidated on May 25, 1962 for Jamaica. 


The file contains a copy of a letter dated June 8, 
1962, from Congressman POWELL to the Secretary of State 
requesting that as Chairman of the Committee on Education 
and Labor he be authorized to use local currencies while 
on a trip to Jamaica, as provided under Section 502(b) of 
the Mutual Security Act of 1954, as amended. A notation 
appears that he planned to be at Kingston from August 3-6 
and at Montego Bay from August 7-11 (1962). The file contains 
a copy of a similar letter dated June 8, 1962 with respect 
to a trip to Burope commencing August 28, 1962. 


The file contains a copy of a letter dated May 29, 
1963 from Congressman POWELL to the Secretary of State a 
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advising of his plans to attend the ILO Conference in 
Geneva from June 1-30, 1963, with other delegates and 
requested that the latter be authorized to use local 
currencies in accordance with the provisions of Section 
502(b) of the Mutual Security Act of 1954, as amended. 


On October 2, 1963, the passports of Mr. and 
Mrs. POWELL were revalidated at Washington, D.C. in 
connection with their proposed travel to Spain, the United 
Arab Republic and Kuwait between October 9-24 (1963). 


Congressman POWELL's passport vas ‘again revali- 
dated at Washington, D.C. on February 26, 1964 in con-

Additional information in the passport file 
reflects that on March 21, 1960, Congressman POWELL's 
office inquired as to his travels as shown by the Passport 
Office records. An official of the Passport Office ex- 
plained that it could not be ascertained whether in fact 
the person actually traveled according to his plans as set 
forth on his application. The Congressman's office was 
also advised that as far as could be determined, POWELL's 
1951 passport had been destroyed.

Her duties included the 
maintenance of an accounting of the expenditure. of funds 
and the processing of vouchers as authorized. Her processing 
included the checking of vouchers against the amount of 
appropriation available, but no attempt was made by her to 
verify that an expenditure was actually made ther than 
to ascertain that it met the requirements of the House 
Administration, and that proper receipts were attached. 
Her processing of a voucher required that she have either 
a signature or a memorandum or word from the chairman of 
the appropriate subcommittee or the signature of the 
ranking minority member as required. Vouchers containing 
airline travel expense would have to include as an attachment 
the traveler ‘'s coupon which bears the traveler's name which 
could be compared with the name of the person submitting the 
expense voucher. 
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Mrs. DARGANS also received from staff members of 
the committee, requests that she purchase airline tickets 
for them on her credit card mumber EAQ091224NEA127429, 
which bears both her name and the name of her committee. 
When such a request was received she checked with the 
committee chairman to see if the request was authorized, 
and if authorized, she made out a travel request and sent 
it to the airline office (at the Capitol) for the ticket 
to be made and delivered to her office in order that she 
might deliver it to the staff member. When the ticket 
was picked up from her office, the user signed a form called 
a T-4 which is a receipt maintained in her office. 


On Sunday, March 28, 1965, the chairman of 
her committee, ADAM CLAYTON POWELL, I., while at a 
social gathering in Washington, D. C., requested Mrs. 
DARGANS to purchase with her credit card four one-way 
airline shuttle tickets from Washington to New York in the 
names of four committee staff members, DONALD LI. ANDERSON, 
AURORA E. HARRIS, ODELL CLARK, and herself, and turn them 
over to Mrs. LILLIAN UPSHUR, a clerk on Chairman POWELL's 
Congressional Staff, who is based in New York. At the 
time POWELL gave her the instructions , the four persons 
who were actually going to do the traveling were with hin. 
These persons were Mrs. UPSHUR, Mrs. PEARL SWANGIN, JACK 
DUNCAN and ADAM CLAYTON POWELL, III. ODELL CLARK and Mrs. 
DARGANS were the only committee staff members present when 
POWELL issued the instructions, although Mrs. UPSHUR, a member 
of POWELL's Congressional Staff, was present. 


Mrs. DARGANS went to the airport with Mrs. UPSHUR, 
Mrs. SWANGIN, DUNCAN and ADAM CLAYTON POWELL, III, to secure 
the tickets and the Eastern Air Lines Agent at the airport 
informed her that shuttle tickets could not be purchased on 
a credit card before boarding the flight, but had to be 
purchased in flight. Mrs. DARGANS then gave her credit 
card to Mrs. UPSHUR with the assurance that she would make 
the four purchases in flight and return the card to Mrs. 
DARGANS as soon as she reached New York, which she did. Mrs. 
DARGANS reported her actions to POWELL. When the Eastern 
Air Lines statement arrived, she noted from the coupons that 
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Mrs. UPSHUR had made only the purchases in flight Sich 

had been requested by POWELL. Mrs. DARGANS said she did not 
know the employment of Mrs. SWANGIN, DUNCAN, or ADAM 
CLAYTON POWELL, III, and said she did not see who actually 
boarded the airplane. 


Four Eastern Air Lines, Incorporated, transporta- 
tion receipts, all dated March 28, 1965, for shuttle service 
between New York and Washington, under Ticket Numbers 
471146, 471147, 471148 and 471149, with signatures of 
DON ANDERSON, ODELL CLARK, AURORA HARRIS, and MAXIENNE k. 
‘DARGANS, respectively, were identified by Mrs. DARGANS 
as having been purchased with her credit card. She said 
the signature "MAXIENNE H. DARGANS" on the transportation 
receipt for ticket nber 471149, was not her signature. 
Subsequent to March 28,1965, Mrs. DARGANS asked AURORA 
HARRIS, DON ANDERSON and ODELL CLARK to her office to sign 
the T-@ receipt form for that date to show receipt of the 
above tickets, and they did so knowing that they were 
signing for the receipt of a ticket purchased with govern- 
ment funds which they had not used. There was no T-4 for 
the ticket in DARGANS name because when Mrs. DARGANS 
received the coupon for this ticke} from the airline, she 
wrote on it "Purchased and used this night by LILLIAN

Mrs. DARGANS took a trip by railroad from 
Washington, D. C., to Miami, Florida, and return q from 
April 13 through April 25, 1965. The House Committee on 
Education and Labor was billed for the ticket in the amount 
of $145.45, which was purchased on March 26, 1965, on her rail 
travel credit card, and Mrs. DARGANS submitted a voucher in 
that amount, which voucher was paid. The voucher, which 
indicated the travel was for the Committee on Education and 
Labor on official business, related to the Southem Task 
Force of the Ad Hoc Subcommittee on Poverty, made no claim 
for per diem. Mrs. DARGANS made the trip with her husband, 
ROBERT FLEMING, an engineer with General Services Administra- 
tion (GSA), but he was tren government business with GSA. 
She was engaged on comm! tise business “only, about a day or 
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so", and all expenses of the trip, other than her rail 
fare, were paid by personal funds of she and her husband. 
Her per diem expenses vere minimum and for this reason

Mrs. DARGANS 4 , being specifically asked 
about her air travel dur{ng the 89th Congress, said she 
had not made any trips by air in the previous two years, 
and any airline ticket bearing her name during that period 
was not used by her. 


Mrs. DARGANS testified relative to refunds made 
for tickets purchased on committee credit cards. This 
included one check for $541.66, written by Mrs. DARGANS 
over POWELLS signature on his account at The Sergeant of 
Arms, United States House of Representatives. This check, 
dated October 28, 1966, and payable to Eastern Air Lines, 
was for four tickets purchased on the credit card of C. 
SUMNER STONE, a member of the committee staff on August 5, 

1966, for travel from Washington, D. C., to Miami, Florida. 
The date of travel was not indicated, and the traveler's 
were shown to be STONE on two tickets, CLEOMINE LEWIS on 
one and SYLVIA GIVENS on one. A second check similar in all 
respects, except that the amount is $112.56, was for a 
Washington to Miami ticket purchased on August 5, 1966, 
and the traveler appears as EMMA SWANN. Another check on the 
same account and bearing the signature “ADAM C. POWELL" is 
dated July 29, 1966, in the amount of $197.15, payable to 
the Committee on Education and Labor. Mrs. DARGANS testified 
this was for a ticket purchased on STONE's credit card on 
July 27, for travel from Washington to Oklahoma City, date 
of travel and traveler not shown. The cost of this ticket 
was $191.57, and, therefore, the check was believed by 
Mrs. DARGANS to be a little too large. A check identical 
in date, amount and payee, but written by Miss CORRINE A. 
HUFF on her account at the National Capital Bank of 
Washington, Washington, D. C., according to Mrs. DARGANS, 
was to pay for a similar ticket to Oklahoma City purchased 
on STONE's credit card on July 27, and DARGANS said she 
did not know the date of travel or the traveler. 
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Mrs. DARGANS was shown e clerk-hire 
allowance form dated Jarwary 4, 1965, designating 
T. MARJORIE FLORES for a change in salary as a member of 
POWELL's clerk-hire staff. She identified the “ADAM C. 
POWELL” signature on this form as having been executed 
by her at his direction. Mrs. DARGANS examined a series 
of 19 checks drawn on the United-States Treasury to the 
order of Y. MARJORIE FLORES and dated during the period 
from Jarwary, 1965 through July, 1966, and she identi- 
fied 1€ of them as checks on which she had endorsed 
the names Y. MARJORIE FLORES, ADAM C. POWELL. She 
noted that above the handwritten endorsement was type- 
written For deposit only to the account of Honorable 
ADAM C. POWELL", but no direct statement was made as to 
who typed this on the checks. The checks she did not 
endorse and on which the endorsement appear to her to 
be in the handwriting of POWELL, were dated December 20, 
1965, November 30, 1965, and August 31, 1965. Mrs. 
DARGANS testified that POWELL had instructed her to 
endorse these checks and to deposit them in his account at 
The Sergeant of Arms, The United States House of Representa- 
tives, and she did this. She believed she originally 
received this instruction prior to the 89th Congress, and 
subsequently each month he sent her one of the checks in 
an envelope marked "MAX, deposit“ or deposit“. She had 
a Power of Attorney from POWELL, but not from FLORES.

Ad Hoc Committee April 1, 1965, to October 1, 1965 
Full Committee October 1, 1965, to February 1, 1965 
Ad Hoc Committee February 1, 1966, to April 0, 1966 


A recapitulation of travel performed by ANDERSON 
during the period of his employment disclosed 14 flights 
attributed to him in connection with which he failed to 
submit claims for subsistence. Twelve of these flights 
were between Washington, D. C., and New York City. The 
remaining two were between Washington, D. C. - Atlanta, 
Georgia, and Atlanta, Georgia - Tallahassee, Florida. 


The audit work papers further noted that on 
March 28, 1965, a ticket issued to DONALD ANDERSON was used 
on a shuttle flight between Washington, D. C., and New York 
City. However, for the period March 26, 1965, through | 
April 1, 1965, ANDERSON claimed and received reimbursement 
for air transportation and subsistence in connection with 
a trip to California and Oregon. 
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Details of the travel made by ANDERSON for which 
he did not claim subsistence are set forth on page 121

ANDERSON testified he did not sign an in-shuttle 
flight ticket dated March 28, 1965, for travel between New 
York and Washington, D. C., which bore the signature 
"DONALD ANDERSON.”* He stated he did not know who signed 
his name to this ticket and that he was not aware his name 
was being signed to various travel tickets. He indicated 
he did not recall ever authorizing anyone to purchase air- 
line tickets in his name, and which he did not intend to 
use. He stated he did not have an airline credit card and had 
to apply to the Chief Clerk of the Committee to secure tickets. 
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ANDERSON testified further that on March 28, 1965, 
he was on the West Coast on a field trip for the Ad Hoe 
Subcommittee on Poverty with Congressman HAWKINS and Congress- 
woman MIX. He admitted his signature appeared on House of 
Represc=tztives Voucher Number 7206, dated April 2, 1965, 
which claimed expenses incurred in connection with this trip 
from March 27, 1965, through April 1, 1965. 
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Testimony before above Committee disclosed that 
by House of Representatives Voucher Number 7681, dated 7: 
April 8, 1965, ANDERSON claimed reimbursement for travel 
expenses in the amount of $355.32 incurred in connection 
with above-mentioned trip to the West Coast. ANDERSON 
indicated he could not remember the details of this trans- 
action except that JUANITA of Congressman AUGUSTUS 
HAWKINS’ office handled the arrangements for obtaining the 
tickets. An invoice dated March 26, 1965, from Go Travel, 
Incorporated, 225 Pennsylvania Werue, 8.

Miss GIVENS furnished a signed five-page statement 
to ALFRED I. GREENFELD and HAROLD J. MALONEY, witnessed by 
GREENFELD and ALLEN H. CRAWFORD of the Hackenhut Corporation. 
In her statement Miss GIVENS stated as follows: 

: She heard through Mrs. ELEANOR LEE, 

= that Congressman POWELL asked Mrs. LEE if she knew of 
anyone who could perform both clerical and domestic duties for 
him. Miss GIVENS went to Congressman POWELL's office, Room 
216, Rayburn Building, and was interviewed by Miss CORRINE 
HUFF and then by Congressman POWELL. He asked her if she could 
do domestic duties between his office and his home. She said 
she could. She was assigned to duties as a clerk with the 
Full House Committee of the Education and Labor Committee in 
DELL CLARK's office. Mmployment began August 1, 1966. She 
did filing, light typing and answered the telephone until 


August 7, 1966, when she joined Congressman POWELL in 
New York City. 


During first week of employment, Congressman POWELL 
asked her if she could be ready to go to the Bahamas Sunday 
(August 7, 1966) for a week. On Thursday, August 4, 1966, she 
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picked up her ticket from CHARLES STONE, who told her she 
would fly from National Airport to Kennedy Airport and be 
met by a detective. STONE asked for a description of her 
clothing so the detective would recognize her. CORRINE HUFF 
gave her $100 cash for domestic uniforms and white loafers, 
She spent $40 and still has $60. 


On Sunday, August 7, 1966, she flew to New York 
and was met by LLOYD MITCHELL of Mitchell Detective Bureau, 
580 St. Nicholas Averwe, New York City, who took her to 
Congressman POWELL's church where he was preaching a sermon. 
She then went to an unknown woman's house and took a nap. 
Later she was picked up by a man who drove a short distance, 
picked up Congressman POWELL and Miss HUFF and drove the three 
of them to Kennedy Airport. Congressman POWELL, Miss HUFF and 
she then boarded American Airlines plane and flew to Miami. 
She flew tourist while the others flew first class. At Miani 
they boarded a four passenger plane and flew to Bimini; they 
were met there by GURDON DEAN, captain of the Congressman's 
yacht Adam's Fancy.“ DEAN drove them to Congressman POWELL's 


She described the cottage as having two bedrooms, 
a dinette, kitchen, utility room and a bathroom. She slept 
in one bedroom; Congressman POWELL and Miss HUFF shared the - 
other bedroom. Congressman POWELL and Miss HUFF fished every 
day. On all but one day she, Miss GIVENS, stayed at the 
cottage doing domestic duties. CHARLES STONE and his wife 
visited the island and stayed at a motel. ä 


On Sunday, August 21, 1966, Congressman POWELL, 
Miss HUFF and she returned to Miami by a small airplane. When 
they arrived in Miami, Congressman POWELL bought a first class 
ticket for her on Northeast Airlines and she flew to Washington, 
D.C. He charged the ticket on his credit card. 


She was told by Miss HUFF in Miami that she should 
report to work the next day. She did so, and worked at filing. 
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On Tuesday, September 6, 1966, she was told by 
RUSSELL DERRICKSON, Staff Director, that Congressman POWELL 
had called him and told him her job was terminated. She 
received two pay checks from the committee, one for $280.93 
and one for $56.05. 


Statement was dated December 15, 1966, however, 
December 14, 1966, was entered after her signature. 


Work papers of auditor contained copies of airline 
ticket. Ticket from Washington to New York, to Miami and 
return to New York showed cost of travel at $168.20 including 
tax. Ticket from Miami to Washington, D.C., showed cost at 
$56.38 including tax. Tickets bore name "S. GIVENS." 


Work papers contained Photostats of two Goverrment 
checks, both payable to SYLVIA J. GIVENS and designated for 
salary. One was dated August 31, 1966, in amount of $280.93. 
The other was dated September 30, 1966, in amount of $56.05. 


Miss GIVENS' testimony was substantially the same as 
her statement. She added that she only performed domestic 
duties while at Bimini.

GIVENS to be placed on the staff of the Committee on 
Education and Labor in order that she do domestic work in 
Bimini, Bahama Islands, from August 7 to August 20, 1966, 
and in that he failed to repay travel charged to the Committee 
for GIVENS from Miami to Washington, D.C. 


A review of the audit report and work papers of 
the Special Subcommittee on Contracts, Committee on House 
Administration, United States House of Representatives, 
89th Congress, disclosed that American Airlines Ticket Number 

001 32 1416220 was purchased by a Committee credit card on 

August 5, 1966, for travel, Washington, D.C. to New York City 
to Miami to New York City, in the amount of $168.20, indicating 
the traveler as S. GIVENS., This ticket was used Washington, 
D. C. to New York City to Miami on August 7, 1966. The Miami 
to New York City portion of this ticket was refunded 
August 20, 1966, in the amount of $75.50. On August 20, 
1966, Northeast Airlines Ticket Number 011 110 850991 in the 
amount of $56.39 was purchased with the indicated passenger 
as S. GIVENS on a Committee credit card by POWELL. This 
ticket was used the same date. 


The charge for the portion of the above American 
Airlines ticket in amount of $92.70 ($168.20-$75.50), which 
was used by GIVENS, was repaid to the Committee by Congress- 
man POWELL as a portion of check nber 536A, dated October 28, 
1966, in amount of $541.66 and drawn on The Sergeant at Arms, 
House of Representatives. The above Northeast Airlines ticket 
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for travel by GIVENS from Miami to Washington, D.C., charged 
to the Committee, has not been repaid. 


The audit report sets forth that GIVENS was at 
Bimini for 14 days during the period August 7-20, 1966 
and that her monthly salary was $350.74, resulting in ea 
payment of $158.40 to her during this period.

STONE was employed as Special Assistant to ADAM 
CLAYTON POWELL, Chairman, Education and Labor Committee, since 
April 1, 1965, with a gross salary of approximately $24,500, 
after having reached an informal agreement with Representative 
POWELL, that his employment would commence March 15, 1965. 
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The audit of airline flights of STONE disclosed that 
either he or a person using his name made 69 flights during the 
period May 14, 1965, through September 30, 1966, for which no 
claim was made by STONE for travel expenses or subsistence, 


STONE testified that there were two reasons for hin 
not submitting vouchers for subsistence: (1) Whenever he goes 
to New York for one or two days, he incurs no expenses in view 
of the fact he has his own apartment. (2) He never submits vouchers 
for one or two days trips, but would submit vouchers for any’ ~- 
trip that extended for three or more days. He stated he has 
made about twenty trips to New York. : 
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STONE testified before the Committee as to the 
procedure he followed in obtaining air travel tickets and 
explained that Representative POWELL would give him names of 
staff employees to be used in connection with tickets purchased 
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on his air travel card, after he had filled out transportation 
voucher with a memo describing the destination. — 


STONE's air credit card was used August 5, 1966, in 
the purchase of five round-trip tickets, three of which were 
in the names of CLARK, LEWIS and GIVENS and were routed 
Washington-New York City-Miemi-New York City, and two tickets 
were in the name of STONE and SWANN which were routed 
Washington-Miami-Washington. STONE testified that the tickets 
purchased August 5, 1966, in the name of SWANN, was in fact 
for his wife. 


In regard to a cross check of airline tickets issued 
in the name of STONE and SWANN, indicates that on nine flights 
STONE and SWANN were on the same planes to which STONE stated 
he did not think he made these trips. 


In STONE's testimony, he related that POWELL reimbursed 
the Committee for the five tickets purchased on August 5, 1966, 
even though he, STONE, did do some official work for the Committee 
while in Florida, and later went on vacation. The five individuals 
representing this trip were C. SUMNER STONE, his wife, Miss 
CORRINE A. HUFF, Congressman ADAM CLAYION POWELL and Miss 
SYLVIA J. GIVEN. 
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Through MARVIN R. EVANS, Auditor, Finance Office, 
United States House of Representatives, and under the 
specific authority of HARRY M. LIVINGSTON, Disbursing Clerk, 
Finance Office, United States House of Representatives, an 
examination was made of all vouchers submitted by C. SUMNER 
STONE, JR.) and paid by the Finance Office. These vouchers, 
29 in number, are the duplicate copies maintained by the 
Finance Office. They represent expenses claimed by STONE 
in connection with his official duties as Special Assistant 
to the Chairman of the United States House of Representatives 
Committee on Education and Labor, Congressman ADAM CLAYTON 
POWELL. By means of these vouchers STONE claimed reimburse- 
ment for per diem, taxi and/or limousine service, mileage for 
use of his personal automobile, telephone calls and one 
instance of reimbursement for air travel. 
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The first voucher subaitted is dated November 6, 
1964, covering the period November 1 - 3, 1964, and the lest 
voucher submitted is dated July 27, 1966, covering the 
periods July 18 - 21, 1966 and July 24 - 25, 1966. 


A schedule of these vouchers was prepared in chrono- 
logical order including date of voucher, period covered, Com- 
mittee number, voucher number, amount, per diem, taxi/limousine, 
mileaxe, miscellaneous (air, phone), date of payment and 
check mumber.

HENDERSON, upon being interviewed, stated he made one 
official trip from the District of Columbia area to California 
for a few days, the dates he could not remember, for the 
War on Poverty Program. He stated he did not pay for the 
airplane ticket, or several expenses incurred, and he did not 
submit an expense voucher for anything during this trip to 
California, . 


The results of the audit of the vouchers regarding 
WILL HENDERSON in his travel for the Education and Labor 
Committee reflected he traveled for the Education and Labor 
Committee from Washington, D.C., to San Francisco, California, 
in August, 1965, but the auditors were unable to verify the 
date of HENDERSON's return. He also traveled from Washington, 
D. C., to San Francisco, California, on November 11, 1965, and 
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returned to Washington, D.C., on January 13, 1966, while on 
the staff of the Subcommittee 7. This was the only travel 
performed by HENDERSON and no subsistence was claimed for 
either of these trips, the second trip of which covered a 
period of two months, 


A review of WILL HENDERSON's testimony before the 

Special Subcommittee on Contracts of the Committee on House 
Administration, House of Representatives, 89th Congress, 
Second Session, held December 19, 20, 21 and 30, 1966, dis- 
closed that HENDERSON traveled to Los Angeles, California, in 
August, 1965, and from Washington, D.C., to Palo Alto, 
California, via San Francisco, California, for which trips 
he did not claim any subsistence.

MC CARTHY was employed as an Investigator, 
Committee on Education and Labor, Subcomnittee number seven, 
from September 10, 1965, to the date of the hearing. He did 
not testify before the Hearing, but did submit notarized 
letters dated December 30, 1966, and January 26, 1967, 
wherein he answered questions raised by the Committee. 


The Audit determined paid voucher number 4129 for 
MC CARTHY claimed subsistance in New York City for the 
period September 23-24, 1965. Airline ticket number 
007 2878 (round trip) was purchased with the Committee Credit 
Card in the name of JAMES E. MC CARTHY and was used District 
of Columbia to New York City, September 23, 1965, and New 
York City to District of Columbia, September 24, 1965. On 
the same voucher, MC CARTHY claimed reimbursement of $18 for 
the purchase of air shuttle ticket from District of Columbia 
to New York City on September 23, 1965. 


By letter, MC CARTHY stated he purchased an air 
shuttle ticket from District of Columbia to New York City on 
September 22, 1965, using the ticket that day. He indicated 
he did not have or use a ticket purchased with a Committee 
Credit Card, District of Columbia to New York City on 
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September 23, 1965. 


On voucher number 154 dated July 14, 1966, 
MC CARTHY claimed per diem for nine days, together with other 
expenses incurred in New York City. The Audit failed to 
verify travel from Washington, D.C., to New York City on the 
dates claimed on the voucher. 


MC CARTHY commented by letter that he was in New 
Bedford, Massachusetts, from April 4, 1966, to April*7, 1966. 
While in New Bedford, he went to New York City, remaining 
there from April 8, 1966, to April 16, 1966, using tickets 
furnished by the Committee on Education and Labor. He returned 
to Washington, D.C., on April 16, 1966, by air, on a ticket 
issued by the Committee. 


It was noted tickets MC CARTHY stated he used from 
New Bedford to New York City to Washington, D.C., on the 
dates he claimed, could not be located. Also, MC CARTHY did 
not claim per diem for travel in New Bedford, although he 
claimed he was there April 4, 1966, to April 7, 1966. 


On voucher number 158, dated July 18, 1966, 

MC CARTHY claimed per diem for one day in New York City on 
December 12, 1965. No record of travel from Washington, D.C., 
to New York City could be located. 


MC CARTHY indicated by letter he went to New York 
City on personal business on December 11, 1965, and conducted 
his committee business on December 12, 1965. Inasmuch as he 
went to New York City on personal business, he did not choose 
to charge the cost of transportation to the Committee. 


On voucher number 561, MC CARTHY claimed per dien 
in New York City and vicinity from November 22-27, 1965. The 
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Audit could not find a record of travel from Washington, D.C., 
to New York City to Washington, D.C., for this period. 

MC CARTHY also claimed mileage in New York City and vicinity 
that was the same as the mileage set forth in Rand McNally 
for a round trip between Washington, D.C., and New York City. 


MC CARTHY stated by letter he flew by shuttle from 
Washington, D.C., to New York City and return for the period 
November 22-27, 1965. He said the mileage claimed was for 
travel incurred in connection with investigation conducted 
in New York City and vicinity as indicated on his voucher. 


The Audit concluded that the possible travel 
irregularities were computed as follows:

In his testimony, VIDAL stated as follows: 


He had been employed by the House Committee on 
Kducation and Labor in 1961 to 1963 when that committee had 
an office in New York City. When the committee closed its 
New York office to move to Washington, he did not come with 
it. Prior to April, 1965, he met with Congressman FOWELL to 
get a job with the committee but to work in New York. 
Congressman PUWELL told him he would have to work in 
Washington if he wanted to work for the committee. VIDAL 
said he was ready to come to Washington if he could get his 
wife, who was in Puerto Rico, to come to Washington. 


The transcript of testimony has as exhibits photos 
of three kastern Airline ticket coupons, two were coupons 
one and two of a ticket stamped March 1, 1965, for travel 
from Washington, D. C., to New York and from New York to 
Washington, D. C. The first coupon was marked as having 
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been used March 1, 1965. The second coupon was marked as 
having been used harch 4, 1965. The third exhibit was coupon 
one of a ticket for passage from New York to San Juan and 
return to Batimore. This coupon indicated it was used 

March 5. 


VIDAL testified that the tickets were given to him 
by Miss DARGANS and he used them to commute between Washington, 
D. C., and New York and to go from New York to Puerto Rico 
to arrange to bring his family to Washington. However, he 
did not bring his family to Washington. 


He further testified that he was on the committee 
payroll for the month of April, 1965, but did no actual work. 


He was unable to say what happened to the coupon for 
return flight from Puerto Rico to Baltimore, that he may 
have used it for transportation by another carrier to New 
York or he may still have it. He said he went to New York 
during April, 1965, and also came to Washington but only to 
discuss bringing his family to Washington. He said all but 
one trip from New York was paid for by hin. 


VIDAL said that he told POWELL he would refund 
cost of tickets after he began working for the committee, 
however, he was discharged after one month and did not pay 
for the tickets. 


He said he is now living in Puerto Rico and is | 
heading a new political party call the the People's Party. 
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Salary computation in the file showed that VIDAL 
received one monthly paycheck in the net amount of $563.01.

Each check bears stamped endorse- 
ment of ZEAKE W. JOHNSON, JR., Sergeant-at-Arms, House of 
Representatives, Washington, D.C. 
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On pages 25 through 34 of the report of Hearings 
Before the Special Subcommittee on Contracts of the 
Committee on House Administration, House of Representatives, 
Eighty-ninth Congress, Second Session, appears transcript 
of testimony of ROBERT b. GRAY, Supervisory Accountant, 
General Accounting Office, who had been on loan to the 
Subcommittee. Pertaining to the salary checks of Y. MARJORIE 
FLORES, Hr. GRAY introduced into evidence 19 United States 
Treasury checks payable to FLORES in payment of salary for 
period Jarmary 1, 1965 through July 31, 1965. These checks 
marked as Gray Exhibit 2 for the record. 


Mr. GRAY testified FLORES was a clerk with 
basic salary of $7,500 per year and gross salary of $20,578.39. 
Mr. GRAY testified on December 19, 1966. 


On pages 39 through 64 appears transcript of testi- 
‘mony of JULIAN P. LANGSTON, Chief Clerk of the Committee on 
House Administration, given on December 19, 1966. LANGSTON's 
pertinent testimony reflects he testified concerning House 
rules on the payment of clerk-hire allowances. He pointed 
out House Resolution 294 of the 88th Congress provided 
clerk-hire allowances were to be paid only for work performed 
at the Congressional Office of a House Member located in the 
Member's home district, State, or in Washington, D.C. This 
provision was carried into the 89th Congress by House Resolution 
7 adopted January 4, 1965. It was made permanent law by 
Public Law 89-90 enacted July 27, 1965. It was pointed out 
in testimony no enforcement provisions or penalty provisions 
are provided in Public Law 89-90. 


Testimony points out ea bill was introduced by 
Representative OMAR BURLESON as H.R. 11114, 89th Congress, 
First Session, which if passed would have provided for enforce- 
ment by the requirement of a certification by the House Member 
on whose payroll the clerk-hire appeared. Further, this bill

provides criminal penalties of $5,000 fine or one year 
imprisonment for any member paying or causing payment of 
such allowance when the provision concerning place of 
performance of work is not complied with. Testimony 
indicates this bill was not enacted into lav, 


On pages 91 through 95, 103 through 105 and 111 
appears transcript of testimony of LOUISE M. DARGANS, then 
Chief Clerk, Committee on Education and Labor, House of 
Representatives, given on December 19, 1966 regarding the 
clerk-hire status of Mrs. POWELL. DARGANS testified — 
she signed the clerk-hire allowance form dated January 4, 
1965, for ADAM CLAYTON POWELL on which Y. MARJORIE FLORES 
was designated a clerk in his office effective Jamary 3, 
1965, at basic rate of $7,500 per anmm. She testified she 
signed the form at POWELL's direction. 


Mrs. DARGANS was shown photostats of 19 United 
States Treasury checks payable to FLORES for salary January 1, 
1965 through July 31, 1966. She acknowledged the endorse- 
ments of T. MARJORIE FLORES and ADAM C. POWELL on all but 
three of these checks were prepared by her. Those checks on 
which the endorsements were not prepared by DARGANS are those 
which are dated December 20, 1965, November 30, 1965 and 
August 31, 1965. She testified the endorsements on these 
three appear to be in Chairman POWELL's handwriting. 


DARGANS advised she endorsed these checks at the 
instruction of POWELL who sent each of the checks to her with 
written notes to deposit the check transmitted. The checks 
were deposited as requested by POWELL in his account with the 
Sergeant at Arms. DARGANS advised she was not specifically 
instructed to endorse the checks but indicated she had to 
endorse the check appropriately in order to make the deposit. 
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DARGANS testified she had power of attorney from POWELL; 
however, she did not have power of attorney from Mrs. POWELL. 


DARGANS did not recall having drawn any check to 
Mrs. POWELL on POWELL's account during the past two years. 
She knows of no work performed by Mrs. POWELL for the 
Congressional Office of POWELL for the previous two years and 
testified Mrs. POWELL performed no work for the Committee. 
Mrs. DARGANS pointed out she had no frequent contact with 
POWELL's Congressional Office although she was familiar with 
his clerk-hire staff. 


On pages 179 through 182 of the transcript of 
testimony appears testimony of ODELL CLARK given on December 19, 
1966, with reference to Mrs. POWELL. CLARK testified he last 
saw Mrs. POWELL within the previous two years either in New York 
or in Washington. He was vague, furnishing no details as to 
dates and places but indicated it may have been at the church, 
presumably POWELL's church. He was unable to advise if Mrs. 
POWELL performed any work for POWELL and on the two occasions 
he saw her, she was not working. 


On pages 197 and 198 of the report appears trans- 
cript of testimony of ALFREDO VIDAL CHACON, formerly employed 
by the House Committee on Education and Labor during 1961, 
1962, 1963 and April, 1965, regarding Mrs. POWELL. This 
testimony, given on December 20, 1966, shows CHACON has known 
Mrs. POWELL for five or six years and has seen her on many 
occasions in Puerto Rico, He testified he never saw Mrs. 
POWELL in April, 1965 working in POWELL's offices in Washington 
or New York. | 


On pages 200, 201 and 202 appears transcript of 


testimony of DOROTHY W. HIMES given before the Committee on 
December 20, 1966. In her testimony, HIMES advised she has no

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information as to the work, duties or responsibilities of 

Mrs. POWELL. She testified she never saw Mrs. POWELL in 
POWELL's Washington or New York offices, HIMES has been 
employed in POWELL's office in Washington since April, 1965, 
as the Secretary to Special Assistant CHUCK STONE, She 

worked for three months on the Committee for Education and 
Labor prior to her employment in POWELL's Congressional Office. 


On pages 218-220 appears transcript of testimony 
of AURORA E. HARRIS pertaining to the clerk-hire status of 
Mrs. ADAM CLAYTON POWELL. HARRIS testified she worked in 
POWELL's Congressional Office from approximately November 19, 
1963 until June, 1965, when she left, During portions of 
the period, HARRIS worked for the Education and Labor Com- 
mittee. She testified she does not know nor ever seen Mrs. 
ADAM CLAYTON POWELL, During the entire time of HARRIS' 
employment, she recalls three or four instances where she 
sent correspondence to Mrs. POWELL in San Juan for handling 
including translation. HARRIS testified on December 20, 1966. 


Page 288 records the testimony of Mrs. BMA T. 
SWANN, Receptionist, ADAM CLAYTON POWELL's office, given on 
December 20, 1966. SWANN had been employed since April, 
1965 and testified she never saw Mrs. ADAM CLAYION POWELL 
in POWELL's office. She testified also of never having met 
Mrs. POWELL, 


On pages 111, 373 through 377 appears transcript 
of testimony of C. SUMNER STONE, JR., offered on December 19 
and 30, 1966. On December 19, 1966, STONE testified he is 
a member of the Staff of Committee on Education and Labor 
and he is unable to testify whether or not Mrs. POWELL per- 
formed any work for POWELL's Congressional Office. On 
December 30, 1966, STONE testified he met Mrs. POWELL once 
and that was in 1959 at a dance in New York. He has not seen 
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Mrs. POWELL in New York City or Washington, D.C. during 

the past two years although he talked with her by telephone 
when she was in Washington and when she was in New York. 

The telephone conversation between STONE and Mrs. POWELL when 
she was in Washington occurred in August or September, 1966. 
During this period, Mrs, POWELL did not come by POWELL's 
office in Washington, STONE testified he does not know if 
Mrs. POWELL works in Puerto Rico. 
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On Pages 204 through 228 of the Report of Hearings 
before the Select Committee Pursuant to House Resolution 
Number 1 of the First Session of the 90th Congress appears 
the testimony of YVETTE DIAGO POWELL, wife of ADAM CLAYTON 
POWELL. Pertinent testimony of Mrs. POWELL given on February 
16, 1967, is as follows: 


Mrs. POWELL is also known as Wr MARJORIE FLORES 
and she first commenced work for POWELL in 1958, at his 
Washington, D.C., office located in the Old House Office 
Building. She remained on POWELL's congressional payroll 
until December, 1966. Mrs. POWELL married ADAM CLAYTON 
POWELL in December, 1960, at San Juan, Puerto Rico. They 
lived together for about one year at 16 Gessford Court, 
Southeast, Washington, D.C., after which she went with 
POWELL to Puerto Rico for a couple weeks’ vacation. From 
that time to the present, she has maintained residence in 
the San Ordo Area of Catano, which is located on the out- 
skirts of San Juan, Puerto Rico. 
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From the time of her trip to Puerto Rico in 1961 
through December, 1966, Mrs. POWELL returned to Washington, 
D.C., on two occasions. One visit was for one week in 1964. 
The other was a three day stay in August, 1966, during which 
she stayed at the Sheraton Park Hotel. During the latter 
visit she made efforts to contact POWELL to discuss her 
employment situation on his staff as well as matters of a 

‘personal nature. Her efforts met with negative results. 

In connection with this trip, Mrs. POWKLI visited friends at 
Long Island, New York, for about one month. Mrs. WII 
disclaimed having performed any work for POWELL's office 
during this trip. 
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With regard to services performed for POWELL's office, 
Mrs. POWELL testified she continued to perform services after 
her trip in 1961 to Puerto Rico. Her work was full time at 
first, however, it declined in volume until in June or July, 
1965, she no longer performed any service for POWELL or his 
office. In 1961 and 1962 it amounted to about five or six 
hours daily. In 1963 and 1964, her work amounted to no more 
than two hours per day and it continually diminished in volume. . 
The bulk of the work Mrs. POWELL performed for POWELL's office 
was to handle correspondence written in the Spanish language. 
She testified she has not received any official mail from 
POWELL's office since July, 1965, and she has never received 
any mail whatsoever from the Committee of which POWELL was 
chairman. 


Mrs. POWELL testified she has not seen or conversed 
with POWELL since September, 1965, when she saw him at her 
home in San Juan, Puerto Rico. She has had several personal 
conversations with members of POWELL's staff and the staff 
of the House Committee on Labor and Education; however, these 
were unrelated to official business. 


Mrs. POWELL testified she had many conversations with 
POWELL concerning the fact she was listed on the congressional 
office payroll and was not performing any service. She testi- 
fied that she was not permitted by POWELL to return to 
Washington two months after the birth of her child in Puerto 
Rico, even though she understood she would remain in Puerto 
Rico only during the period necessary in connection with her 
pregnancy. Shkeclaims she repeated her desire to return to 
duties in Washington, all of which were to no avail, including 
the two trips. 


Mrs. POWELL was shown copies of salary checks drawn 
on the United States Treasury made payable to Y. MARJORIE FLORES 
for each month, begining January , 1965 until July, 1966. She 
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testified the endorsements on the back of these checks, 

Y. MARJORIE FLORES, are not in her handwriting. She testi- 
fied further she did not at any time, in writing or verbally, 
authorize POWELL or anyone else to receive the checks, endorse 
them and keep them. Except for a few checks after her 
marriage to POWELL, and those for November, 1966 and December, 
1966, Mrs. POWELL received none of the salary checks during 
the period she has been married to POWELL. Reproduction of 
the nineteen checks appear on Pages 208 through 217. 


During the period of Jarwary, 1965 and December, 
1966, Mrs. POWELL received financial support of about $6,850 
from POWELL. This support was paid her by check drawn 
against POWELL's account with tie House of Representatives 
Sergeant at Arms Office. In addition, POWELL paid utilities 
for Mrs. POWELL's residence which totalled $75 to $80 monthly. 


Mrs. POWELL testified also that POWELL deposited $600 on two 
or three occasions in 1966, to an account which Mrs. POWELL 
maintains at the National Bank of Washington, Washington, 
D.C. She testified she never had authority to draw against 
the account of ADAM CLAYTON POWELL at the Sergeant at Arms 
and never drew funds from that account. 


Mrs. POWELL testified she does not recall having 
been furnished by POWELL any Federal income tax return to 
be signed by her for the last two years. She is unable to 
recall having signed such returns for years previous to the 
last two; however, she may have signed some at POWELL's 
request. 


Accompanying Mrs. POWELL before the Select Committee 
were JOSEPH L. RAUH, JR., and REINALDO PANIAGUA, Counsel. 
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The following is a list of checks prepared payable 
to Y. MARJORIE FLORES for salary and signed RALPH R. ROBERTS, 
Clerk, House of Representatives, Symbol 4832. Information 
on the checks is as follows:

Mr. EVANS advised this card is an informational card 
for the use of the office when inquiries are made concerning 
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an employee paid by this office. No action to pay an 
employee is taken on information appearing on this card. 
Mr. EVANS advised concerning the pay rate of FLORES that 
her basic salary as provided by law is that shown in the 
column entitled Basic Salary. The gross salary is the 
amount of extra pay which Congress provides for through 
resolution. Mr. EVANS advised that in order to determine 
the total pay rate for FLORES from her entry on duty in 
1958 through September 30, 1965, it is necessary to add the 
appropriate amount in the Basic Salary to the appropriate 
Gross Salary figure.

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Mr. EVANS advised a new such form is required for 
each employee at the beginning of a new Congress, A form 
used for the same employee for the previous Congress is not 
sufficient to place the employee on the payroll for the new 
Congress. 


Upon receipt of the form dated January 4, 1965, 
from POWELL's Office, an Individual Pay Card was prepared 
by the Disbursing Cffice in the name of T. MARJCRIE FLORES 
showing her basic salary as 87, 500 and her monthly gross salary 
as $1,608.63. From this pay card and all others employed by 
the various members of the House of Representatives, the monthly 
payrolls were made up. FLORES' name was placed on the payroll 
each month from the pay card on file in her name. Simultaneous 
with the preparation of each payroll a United States Treasury 
check was prepared and also simultaneous with the preparation 
of the payroll was an entry on the pay card for FLORES, showing 


details of the payment including date, amount and check number. 


EVANS advised FLORES remained on the payroll throughout 
1965 and continued through 1966 since no notification waé received 
from POWELL to discontinue. Mr. EVANS advised this is usual 
procedure and an employee continues to be paid until an appropriate 
notification is received from the appropriate Member of the 
House advising to discontinue or a new Congress meets. 


Mr. EVANS advised the monthly checks of FLORES were 
sent to the Congressional Office of ADAM CLAYTON PO. ., Room 2161, 
The Rayburn Building, at the request of POWELL contained in a 
letter from him on letterhead of the Committee on Education and 
Labor, House of Representatives dated Jarwary 4, 1966. Previous 
to this the checks were sent to POWELL in Room 429, Cannon 
Building. Initials on the letter were ACP: dfb. a 


Pursuant to instructions of FLORES contained in her 
letter dated November 22, 1966, her salary checks for November 
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In the same letter HNC 


ne requested a uture Corresponc pertaining to her 
salary and an application for retirement refund be mailed to 
her at the same address. 


Mr. EVANS advised after each monthly payroll is 
prepared, a mumber of additional copies are made up by means 
of lithograph. One is maintained as public record in the 
Disbursing Office. Another is transmitted to the General 
Accounting Office to be used for auditing purposes. By law, 
the copy in the Disbursing Office is maintained permanently 
and is available to any citizen desiring to review same. 


Mr. EVANS advised he is unable to furnish copies of 
any records within his office since, by law, the House of Repre- 
sentatives must approve furnishing copies of records. However, 
there is no restriction upon making available for review to duly 
authorized government officials. Mr. EVANS made available for 
review the Individual Pay Cards for Y. MARJORIE FLORES for the 
calendar year of 1965 which reflects the following:

Mr. EVANS advised FLORES was removed from the payroll 
as a clerk to ADAM CLAYTON POWELL by letter received by his 
office from the Office of the Clerk, House of Representatives, 
Washington, D. C., dated January 3, 1967. The letter was 
signed by H. NEWLIN MEGILL, Administrative Assistant for 
Budget and Finance, Finance Office, House of Representatives. 
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Hr. ZEAKE W. JOHNSON, Jr., Sergeant-at-Arms, House 
of Representatives, advised the records of the Sergeant-at- 
Arms, including bank records, cannot be made available to 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation for investigation without 


the issuance of a subpoena or without the expressed permission 


of the House of Representatives, which would have to be in the 
form of a resolution passed by the House setting out specifically 
the records requested. 


Hr. JOHNSON advised if the United States Treasury 
checks bear a stamped endorsement of the Sergeant-at-Arus, 
House of Representatives, the check was therefore handled by 
that office probably as a deposit. He stated seldom are large 
checks cashed by customers and they are generally accepted as 
deposits. 


With regards to records pertaining to the bank 
account of ADAM CLAYTON POWELL, Mr. JOHNSON advised the avail- 
able records would be the Ledger Sheet for the account, 
deposit slips for deposits on the account and checks drawn 
against the account. The checks appear on microfilm filed 
under the date the checks were paid by the Sergeant-at-Arus. 
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The Auditing Staff of the Select Committee Pursuant 


to House Resolution 1, Ninetieth Congress, prepared a schedule 
reflecting deposits and withdrawals in essounts exceeding $200
